THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENOMCNT. 



It will Not Chance tha t»m Aa to the 
Mmit of Debt or Tax, But la In- 
tended to KeiruiMe the 
Mode of Taxation. 




Str. Editor: The Amendment to the Con- 
stitution to lie voted on in November does not 
change the present law as to the limit of debt 
or tax thatcaa baincnrredbycltiaa aad tawas. 
It oimply gives the Legislature the power to 
pass a general law by which citiee may regu- 
late the node of taxation. At present the Asses- 
sors of citiea are confined to the ad valorem 
system, that Is, tbay arii tha eitbea as to the 
value of his personal estate, and the assessment 
is made at that value. If the Amendment 
carries, the cities, if they so desire, can tax 
personal property, based on its income, can tax 
trades, oceapatloos and professioaa by Koonae 
tax and can have a tax on franchises. There 
can be no double taxation, but the taxing pow- 
ers can vary tba noda aad aaaaar of taxation, 
adjostiag tiM taxes ao aa to be aqoal aad Just 
and at the same time prevent transiaat business 
enterprises from dropping into our cities be- 
tween the taxing sesson, picking up the cream 
of the basiaaaa fr«m oar pormsnent merchants 
and taxpayers and then departing without con- 
tributing anything to the general welfare. 

It will also enable our cities to oncourage 
capital and manufactories to locate within their 
limiu by exempting them from city taxation< 

provided thi v will eipond certain sum.-* and give 
employment to a certain number of men. 

No state in the Union baa such a system of 

taxatioii w Kentucky i<ave Ohio, after which 
our system was pattornud, but Ohio votes on an 
amendment to repeal that system in Naftabat 
next, having wen the ill effects of same. 

"At first liluah" it tseems unfair to tax the 
house and lot of the workingman and exempt 
the big plant of the manufacturer, hot in many 
of our cities how will the workiagaiaa avar ob- 
t.-iin a house and lot n wl m la b lS BOBatlBt W a rk 
in a manufactory? 

How are Kentucky cities to get these fac- 
tories unless we exempt them from city taxes, 
its Massachusetts, New York and Pennsylvania 
cities do? 

Huw much better off would Muysville be if 
we ciiuld induce Biaaafactaitrs to locate here 
and give employmeat tooar sons and daughters, 
and give a market for all the produce that Mason 
county f,irnier.-i can raise' How muny faniilic.'* 
in Maysville and Mason county have grown chil- 
dren around them? Why do they have to send 
them East or West for employment? Simply 
because we have no manafactoriea and can of- 
fer no iadiBS— Bts for thair laeiAiM to anr 
city. 

Veto for tha AaMndment and give our cities 
a chance toaaaipate with cities nf other states.
